The communique also said the 
ministers reached complete agree- 
ment on a directive to be sent to 
defense and finance committees. 

Money Is a Factor. 

The 12 foreign ministers of the 
Atlantic alliance had been strug- 
gling with the problem of how to 
reconcile the amount of money 
available from treaty members 
with the recommendations of mili- 
tary chiefs for effective defense. 
It was not clear from the com- 
munique whether this problem 
was solved. 2 

The text of the communique: 

“The Foreign Ministers com- 
pleted their consideration of the 
reports submitted to the Council 
by the defense committee and the 
defense, finance and economic 
committee. 

“The Council unanimously 
adopted directives to guide these 
committees in their work. The 
Foreign Ministers also considered 
ways and means of organizing the 
work of the Council so that it can 
exercise more effectively and con- 
tinuously its role as the principal 
organ of the North Atlantic 
Treaty. 

“The Council was unanimously 
agreed on the methods to be 
adopted to achieve this result, 
and these will be made public at 
the end of the Council's session.” 


International Army. 

‘The United States has been 
pressing for formation of an in- 
ternational army against the 
threat of Russian aggression. 

Diplomatic informants empha- 
sized, however, that military 
, might is not the only aspect of 
tHe defense question. 

Bigger and more efficient in- 
dustrial production particularly is 
needed to underpin the costly de- 
fense effort, in the view of Amer- 
ican diplomats. The United 
States is reported to be urging 
Europe to show more speed, de- 
termination and confidence in its 
economic efforts. 

The international army idea 
has developed from a view, held 
on an increasingly wide scale, 
that a group of national armies 
added to each other do not make 
a unified or efficient defense 
force. 

When a comparatively weak na- 
tion attempts to provide itself 
with all the components of mod- 
ern war — fighters, bombers, 
armor, infantry and sea power— 
its defenses are spread so thin 
that no branch is effective. 

By contrast, the American idea 
is to set up a super-command 
under the Atlantic pact to weld 
together the armed forces of the 
12 members while at the. same

|and property and declared her 
marriage void. 

Called Evil Influence. 

The Prince “is always plotting 
ways to make Fathia look bad, and 
to break up our family,” the 
Queen charged. “He is an evil in- 
fluence on the King and surrounds 
him with bad advisers. 

“The accusations against Riad 
are shameful.” the Queen contin- 
ued. “If Riad wanted money, he 
could be rich, a millionaire. For 
months, court circles in Cairo 
have tried to bribe him to leave 
the Princess. 

“Twenty days ago the Egyptian 
Ambassador to Washington, Mu- 
hammed Kamil Abdul Rahim, of- 
fered Riad any diplomatic post 
he wanted—any ambassadorship 
inn any country in the world—if 
he would leave the Princess.”

Explaining he had been unable 
to be present in Washington last 
week* with the St. Louis group 
that urged the authorization, Smith 
called the outcome “a great com- 
pliment to those who made the 
trip,” and said the Mayor was to 
be congratulated. 

The Mayor, who was among 
those who appeared before the 
subcommittee, said he was not 
disappointed because the authori- 
zation did not cover the proposed 
590-foot stainless-steel arch, the 
main feature of the memorial.

gress,” Associate United States 
Supreme Court Justice* Robert H. 
Jackson declared today in a sting- 
ing memorandum formally an- 
nouncing his stay of deportation. 
“Bundling this woman onto an 
airplane to get her out of this 
country within hours after the 
decision of the Court of Appeals, 
if accomplished, would have two 
consequences,” Justice Jackson 

declared, - 

“First, it probably would de- 
feat this court’s jurisdiction to 
consider her petition for review. 

“Second, it’ would circumvent 
'any action by Congress to cancel 
her exclusion, already unani- 
|mously taken by the House of 
| Representatives.” 

_ Continuing his statement, Jus- 
‘tice Jackson said: “If the Justice 

Department had at any time 
shown even probable ground to 
believe that the presence of Mrs. 
'Knauff a few days more in this 
|countr ymight jeopardize national 
isecurity, even if infinitesimally, 
| I would have refused to stay a de- 
| portation. 

“But the Department of Jus- 
tice has not only had opportunity, 
it has been imoprtuned to show 
courts or Congress any reason for 
its exclusion order. 

Can’t Learn Charges. 

“Not only is the petitioner un- 
able. to learn what the specific 
charges against her are, but 
neither can the courts, which are 
asked to play at least a consent- 
ing part in her exclusion, nor the 
Congress, which is in the midst of 
an effort to stop it.

Dramatic Race for Time. 

In a dramatic race for time, 
Armand Gregoire, who is associ- 
ated with Gunther Jacobson, at- 
torney for Mrs. Knauff, arrived 
in Washington from New York 
early this morning to deliver by 
hand a petition for a stay of exe- 
cution of the adverse ruling in 
her case by the United States 
Court of Appeals in New York. 
This ruling had cleared the legal 
path for deportation. 

A special delivery letter con- 
taining the same petition had 
been mailed to the Supreme Court 
last night, but it was decided to 
take no chances, and Gregoire 
came by train with a duplicate. 
The attorney and the special de- 
livery letter arrived seconds apart 
in the office of the clerk of the 
Supreme Court. 

Justice Jackson, arriving at his 
office 45 minutes later, realized 
that time was fast running out 
for Mrs. Knkuff, Within a few 
minutes he had instructed the 
court clerk to draft a stay of 
execution, which the Justice~ 
signed. 

At 10:16 a.m. (9:16 St. Louis 
time), the clerk telephoned the 
United States Solicitor General's 
office to inform him that Justice 
Jackson had signed a stay. 

Telephones News of Order. 

At 10:18 the clerk telephoned 
Edward J. Shaughnessy, New 
York director of immigration, and 
told him: “This is to inform you 
that Justice Jackson has just 
signed a stay of deportation. We 
want to officially request you to 
do everything in your power to 
carry the order out.” 

Shaughnessy, who has been 
trying for months to deport Mrs. 
Knauff, cryptically replied, “I was 
afraid of that.” 

At 10:40—just 20 minutes be- 
fore the alien war bride was to 
say good-by to the United States 
—an immigration officer stepped 
tc the door of the airport cus- 
toms room where Mrs. Knauff was 
being held and announced to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter and other 
newspaper men waiting outside: 
“We have just been notified that 
Justice Jackson has signed a writ 
which automatically stays depor- 
tation.” 

No Effort to Hide Delight. 

Mrs. Knauff made no effort to 
conceal her delight. A seldom-ob- 
served smile brightened her face 
as she prepared to return to Ellis 
Island. 

“What do you think of the 
news?” a reporter called out as 
the security officers hustled her 
back to their automobile. 

“I think it’s simply marvelous.” 
she called back breathlessly. “I 
never gave up hope.”

The charges were among those 
which have been made from time 
to time by Representative Ray- 
mond W. Karst (Dem.), St. Louis, 
and which were summed up in a 
preliminary report last Thursday 
by Karst’s investigating Post Of- 
fice and Civil Service subcom- 
mittee. 

The Army’s witnesses, 
Bendetsen, assistant to the Sec- 
retary of the Army, and Maj. Gen. 
Louis A. Craig, the Army Inspec- 
tor General, appeared to demol- 
ish about 90 per cent of Karst’s 
case. They said some of the Karst 
subcommittee’s charges were 
false, some exaggerated and some 
| gubstantiated in pcrt. 

Secret Hearings. 

Karst’s subcommittee has been 
eonducting secret hearings on con- 
ditions at the Center for three 
months. Karst has called Bendet- 
sen before the subcommittee 
numerous times and subsequently 
has issued statements on what 
Bendetsen said. 

Bendetsen has refused to dis- 
cuss the matter with newspaper 
men on the ground he should re- 
port to the Karst committee. To- 
day was the first time he has 
given his side of the picture. 

Most of what Bendetsen said 
was outlined last Thursday by

subcommittee report was issued. 
The Post-Dispatch learned, inci-

80 Pages of Allegations. 

On questioning today by Rep- 
resentative Melvin Price (Dem.), 
East St. Louis, a member of the 
Armed Services subcommittee, 
Bendetsen said that 112 allega- 
tions of wrongdoing at the Center 
were made by Mrs. Sally Dewey, 
a former “waiver investigator” 
there. It was learned that it took 
80 pages to list these allegations 
and that the Inspector General's 
Department ran down each one. 

Bendetsen said Mrs. Dewey was 
one of 4000 employes at the Cen- 
ter, and “how much she knew 
about the technical operation of 
every division I don’t know.” 

Gen. Craig said there had been 
many investigations of the Center 
in response to various complaints, 
some before Mrs. Dewey entered 
the picture a year or sO ago. 

Bendetsen gave a further ac- 
counting of the alleged overpay- 
ments of $157,000,000, most of it 
in dependency benefits. As of 
April, he said, $83,000,000 had 
been recovered in cash. He said 
$25,000,000 had been turned over 
to the General Accounting Office 
for collection, as the sum could 
not be collected by the Army with 
the means at its disposal. 

Then, he said, $15,000,000 in 
everpayments had been waived 
through statutory authority since 
recovery was deemed “against 
equity and good conscience.” He 
said about $35,000,000 remained 
to be collected or adjusted. That 
is one-fifth of 1 per cent of the 
10 billion- dollars that passed 
through the agency in seven and 
a half years. 

4000. Letters by Congressmen. 

Bendetsen added with a smile 
that in 1949 the Finance Center 
received more than 4000 letters 
from Congressmen asking leni- 
ency in collecting overpayments. 
He explained that many of the 
overpayments came about in the 
rush of postwar demobilization 
and during the war. Congress ex- 
pressly stated that to keep up 
the morale of troops, payments 


were to be made without audit. 


If there was a doubt, it was re- 
solved in favor of payment. 
Bendetsen denied the conten- 
tion of the Karst subcommittee 
that the Finance Center is a “sen- 
sitive’ agency whose employes 


have access to files that could be: 


used to damage the United States. 
“This installation,” he said, “is

| Richard J. Gray, speaking for 
the AFL, told the House Banking 
Committee that removal of rent 
controls would have the same ef- 
fect on millions of workers as a 
nation-wide pay cut. 

“IT rents are decontrolled on a 


nation-wide basis, I am absolutely 
certain that unions all over the 
country will demand an increase 
in wages,” Gray declared. 

| John Edelman and Donald 
|Montgomery, representing CIO, 
‘testified that rent increases al- 
‘ready in effect in decontrolled 
jarea “are equivalent to cuts of 5 
ito 10 per cent In wages.” 

“You can be sure,” their state- 
iment said, “that there will be a 
ivigorous, and a fully justified, 
demand for wage increases to off- 
‘set such wage cuts if they take 
place.” 

The CIO spokesmen said there 
still is a severe shortage of hous- 
ing at rents people can pay. They 
'say three to four million housing 
units still are ‘needed for mod- 
erate income families. 

Their statement said: 

“The CIO calls upon the Con- 
‘gress to continue federal rent 
controls until housing require- 
ments of middle-income and low- 
-income families are met. 
| “We agree that provision should 
be made for orderly relaxation of 
controls, area by area, as hous- 
ing needs are met. But this ad- 
'justment process must be a flex- 
|ible one—it must work both ways, 
'so that when a local area finds 
|that it has decontrolled too soon 
it may reverse that action and 
| reinstate controls until it is prov- 
‘en safe to relax them for good.” 
| The present rent control law 
will expire June 30. The com- 
mittee is considering a bill to con- 
tinue federal control for another 
year. The bill stipulates that 
controls will end Dec. 31 in all 
localities where the governing 
body or the people by referen- 
dum do not call for their con- 
‘tinuance to June 30, 1951.

The President spoke at the LI- 
brary of Congress at ceremonies 
marking the publication of the 
first of 52 volumes of the papers 
of Jefferson. He accepted on be- 
half of the people the first copy of 
volume one of the papers. Gen. 
George C. Marshall received an- 
other copy. 

Others taking part in the cere- 
monies will be the noted historian 
Douglas Southall Freeman, editor 
oi the Richmond (Va.) New 
Leader; President Harold W. 
Dodds of Princeton University; 
and Verner W. Clapp, acting li- 
brarian of Congress. 

The Princeton Press is publish- 
ing this greatest historical docu- 
mentation in coca n history 
under the editorship of Julian P. 
Boyd, head of the Princeton Li- 
brary. The largest single collec- 
tion of Jefferson manuscripts is in 
the Library of Congress. 

When completed the 52 vol- 
umes, each 700 to 750 pages, will 
include 18,000 letters written by 
Jefferson ahd in full or in sum- 
mary, an estimated 25,000 letters 
written to him. 

1000 Documents Filmed. 

In compiling this work, Boyd 
and his associates photo-filmed 
more than 1000 Jefferson docu- 
ments at the Missouri Historical 
Society, in St. Louis, nearly all 
of which were donated by the late 
William K. Bixby of St. Louis, a 
noted collector of Americana. 

The first 40 volumes will be in 
chronological order and will in- 
clude Jefferson’s correspondence 
and state papers; an additional 10 
volumes will cover his writing on 
special topics such as architecture, 
law, political science, philosophy, 
religion, science, agriculture, wine 
and cookery. The last two vol- 
umes will contain a comprehen- 
sive index. . 

The publishing project, which 
began in 1943, will not be com- 
pleted until 1963. It will cost 
about $1,000,000 and was initiated 
by a gift of $200,000 from The 
New York Times Co. to Princeton 
University, in memory of its late 
publisher, Adolph §. Ochs. The 
university plans to publish two 
volumes in 1950 and subsequent- 
ly four volumes a year. The price 
of the first volume is $10. 

Volume I is devoted to Jef- 
ferson as a school boy, rising Vir- 
ginia lawyer and as a young man 
starting his career as a public 
servant, 

“Richest Treasure-House.” 

Jefferson, an archivist at heart, 
accumulated “the richest treas- 
urehouse of historical informa- 
tion ever left by a single man,” 
in the words of the Princeton 
Press. No previous edition has 
included more than 15 per cent of 
the total and only about 20 per 
cent of the documents included in 
this edition ever have been pub- 
lished before. 

Boyd and his associates, includ- 
ing Lyman H. Butterfield, brother 
of Roger Butterfield, historian 
and magazine writer, have sought 
to verify every document and 
have checked variants among the 
duplicates. 

Only two years ago they found 
the original letter sent through 
the mails to Robert R. Livingston, 
American minister to France, au- 
thorizing him to arrange the pur- 
chase of Louisiana Territory. 
Copies of the letter existed and 
the text had been published but 
the editors found the original only 
when the Livingston papers were 
given to the museum of the City 
of New York. 

The work of the editors was 
made easier from the fact that 
Jefferson kept an “epistolary rec- 
ord” of every letter he wrote and 
ever letter he received. He regu- 
larly made copies of his own let- 
ters, either in his own handwrit- 
ing, by the letter press process 
or the polygraph mechanism to 
make four duplicates. No other 
historic figure has kept such a 
record, which has proved valuable 
to the editors in detecting for- 
gZeries. 

Scientific Methods Speed Work. 

Boyd told a newspaper group 
vesterday that the — scientific- 
minded Jefferson would have ap- 
proved the modern apparatus 
being used to assemble the docu- 
ments in usable form. 

Through the use of the continu- 
ous process photo enlarger, bet- 
ter known as the V-mail machine, 
it has been possible to bring to- 
gether in a comparatively short! 
time actual facsimiles for check- 
ing—an advantage other histo- 
rians .lacked. An important by- 

uct will be the editorial files, 
including reproductions. On com- 
pletion of the work, these will be 
presented to the Library of Con- 
gress. 

The editors have been assisted 
by an advisory board headed by 
Dr. Freeman and including such 
well-known historians as Henry 
Steele Commager, Samuel E. Mor- 
rison, and Durhnas Malone. Others 
in this group include Iphigene 
Ochs Sulzberger, daughter of 
Adolph S. Ochs: Archibald Mac- 
Leish, former librarian of Con- 
gress, and Breckinridge Long, 
formerly of St. Louis.

TWO AUTHORS DUNK 
ANOTHER PENMAN 
IN MISSOURI RIVER 


OMAHA, Nebr., May 17 (AP)— 
Two Pulitzer prize-winning au- 
thors dipped another penman yes- 
terday—in the Missouri river. 

Their motive, said Bernard De 
Voto and A. B. Guthrie Jr., was 
revenge. Tht victim was Navy 
Comdr. William J. Lederer, au- 
thor of “All the Ships at Sea.” 

The three men have been re- 

tracing the route of the old Ore- 
gon trail which furnished subject 
matter for “Across the Wide Mis- 
souri,” De Voto’s prize winner in 
1947, and “The Way West,” which 
won Guthrie a Pulitzer prize in 
1949. 
As they cruised down the Mis- | 
souri below Fort Peck, Mont., ex- 
plained Guthrie, “the boat ran | 
aground on every snag and bar. 
De Voto and I had to get in the 
water each time and push ft free 
while that deep-water sailor took 
pictures.” 

They vowed that when they 
reached the mouth of the Platte 
river, a sort of “Equator” to early- 
day rivermen, they'd toss Lederer 
into the river. They did. 


MISSING REICH WAR | 
CAPTIVES ARE DEAD, | 
RED MAGAZINE SAYS 


: 


MOSCOW, May 17 (UP) — The 
New Times said today that 
“missing” German war prisoners 
whom the United States and 
Britain charge are being held in 
Russia actually are dead. 

The magazine accused British- 
American authorities of deliber- 
ately and maliciously slandering 
the Soviet Union by challenging 
Russia's announcement that all 
German war prisoners except 14,- 
500 suspected war criminals have 
been repatriated. 

(West German authorities claim 
that 1,500,000 war prisoners known 
to have been in Russia still are 
unaccounted for.) 

As far back as 1946, the New 
Times said, United States occu- 
pation authorities in Germany ob- 
tained a complete list of all Ger- 
man war dead. They refused to 
publish the list, the New Times 
said, because “publication would | 
end all speculation with dead 
souls.” 

The Americans prefer to spread 
false reports that dead German 
soldiers are still detained as 
prisoners in the Soviet Union, the 
magazine said.

“There were two major shocks,” 
said Dr. Charles Richter. “The 
first was at 4:58.19, the second at 
5:07.45 a.m. (Pacific time). This 
unquestionably was the largest 
earthquake anywhere in the world 
since last February.” 

Dr. Richter said the quake was 
350 miles below the earth’s sur- 
face and No. 7 on the scale, clas- 
sifying it as a major temblor, 
which, if occurring in a populous 
area would be destructive to life 
and property.

He spoke of vote frauds in Kan- 
sas City and smuggling of secret 
documents in Washington. He ac- 
cused the President of a “‘promise 
everything” policy. 

“Inflation, Then Deflation.” 

“The general »rogram of the 
Truman crusade is clear,” he said. 
“Promise everyone everything, 
and hope to back it.up with Gov- 
ernment money. Every American 
knows in his heart that such a 
policy will wreck the United 
States and reduce it to bankrupt- 
cy. It will bring, first inflation, 
and then depression.” 

Accepting the President’s chal- 
lenge to the Republican party to 
“come out for something and be 
a real opposition,” Taft declared 
the G.O.P. stands for four-square 
resistance to Communism, an 
“all-powerful armed force,” real 
freedom of the individual, equali- 
ty between business and labor, 
and “a return to the primciples of 
thrift and sound fiscal policy on 
which this nation was  con- 
structed.” 

Taft’s address was viewed as 
making a pledge to oppose Com- 


munism abroad and eliminate it | 


from Government agencies at 
home as the No. 1 promise in an 
official Republican bid for con- 
trol of Congress. 

Hits “Political Immorality.” 

Midway in his speech Taft 
struck hard at the “political im- 
morality” of the Democratic ad- 
ministration. 

“The political immorality of the 
Truman Administration has shak- 
en the confidence of the people 
in their Government,” he said. “It 
has shocked the sensibilities of 
Americans who have always be- 
lieved in law and order, in jus- 
tice, fair play and equality, and 
in hard work and thrift. 

“The President says the Demo- 
cratic party today still believes in 
giving the facts to the people. But 
not a word was said of the de- 
livery of top secret State Depart- 
ment decuments in the Hiss case 
or the Amerasia case in which 
every effort was made to suppress 
investigation amid presidential 
shouts of ‘red herrings.’

“The treatment accorded Spain 
by certain Western nations during 
these past few years does not at 
this time warrant consideration of 
any exchange of agreement,” 
said his statement, made in re- 
sponse to questions from this cor- 
respondent. 


Questions Asked. 


The questionnaire submitted to 
the Generalissimo follows: 

“In the interest of Western 
European defense, would Your 
Excellency be prepared to con- 
sider leasing or otherwise making 
available to the United States 
Government for a limited period 
of time, air bases on Spanish ter- 
ritory providing that Spain in re- 
turn was assured protection 
against aggression under the 
Western security system? 

“In connection with plans for 
developing the economic unity of 
Western Europe, do you believe 
that Spain could contribute ef- 
fectively to such unity? 

“Would Spain, for example, be 
prepared to consider the possi- 
bility of participating in the pro- 
posed European payment scheme 
to facilitate development of trade 
among the Western European na- 
tions? 

“Would the Spanish Govern- 
ment be prepared to consider 
other measures for mutually bene- 
ficial improvement of trade rela- 
tions with Great Britain, France 
and Italy? 

“What are the views of Your 
Excellency in respect to the Ger- 
man problem, especially .the pro- 
posed economic integration of the 
West German federal republic 
into the Western European com- 
munity of nations?” 


Franco’s Answer. 


Franco replied: 

“The delicate issues involved in 
your questionnaire and the advis- 
ability of maintaining complete 
liberty of action for my country, 
freeing it from any commitments 
which might necessarily obligate 
it, prevent me from giving any

tions. 

“The conduct of my govern- 
ment is guided by the best inter- 
ests of our nation and its good

“The treatment accorded Spain 
by certain Western nations in the 
past few years does not at this 
time warrant consideration of any 
exchange of agreement.

YUGOSLAVIA SAYS 
RUSSIA IS MOVING 
TROOPS IN BULGARIA 


BELGRADE, May 17 (AP)—A 
spokesman for Premier - Marshal 
Josip (Tito) Broz’s Yugoslav gov- 
ernment has accused Soviet Rus- 
sia of moving troops in neighbor- 
ing Bulgaria and of building mili- 
tary pontoon bridges across the 
Danube river between Romania 
and Bulgaria. 

The accusations were made last 
night by Vladimir Dedijer, secre- 
tary of the Joint Foreign Affairs 
Committee of Yugoslavia’s two 
parliamentary houses. He charged 
Russia with “war mongering” 
against Yugoslavia, a frequent 
accusation since the Soviet-led 
Cominform broke with Marshal 
Tito in June 1948.

The Taft Rebuttal 


In the G.O.P.’s national hookup rebuttal to 
President Truman, Senator Taft made two state- 
ments which stand out as of unusual interest. 
One statement dealt with national policy and 
was miles off base. The other concerned Mis- 
souri primarily. It was a sound score. 

Seeking to throw the Red mantle over Wash- 
ington, the Ohio Senator said: “By the pro-C~m- 
munist policies of our State Department, we 
have permitted Russia to take over all China 
and threaten to absorb the entire Far East.” 

These words are typical of Senator McCarthy 
and we give Robert A. Taft the credit of know- 
ing that they are. The United States supported 
Chiang’s corrupt, ineffectual and finally discred- 
ited regime for years. Chiang’s collapse is not 
something which came about overnight. The 
scandals of luxury trade over the Burma road, 
when every square inch of transport was needed 
for war supplies against the Japanese, came to 
light early in the war. Many thousands of Amer- 
icans who have not a Communist corpuscle in 
their bodies reached the State Department's 
conclusion about Chiang—before the State De- 
partment declared itself. 

Whatever his motives, by using the phrase 
“pro-Communist policies of our State Depart- 
ment,” Senator Taft has in effect put himself 
at the forefront of the political campaign to 
spread fear, not to say hysteria, for partisan ad- 
vantage. Because of his standing, the son of 
William Howard Taft may, by speaking those 
seven words, have done a greater disservice than 
Senator McCarthy has managed to pile up in 
three months. 

The sound score with special interest for Mis- 
sourians is the reference to civil rights and the 
senatorial race in this state. Here Senator Taft 
makes the telling point that while the President 
is promising a program of equal rights for citi- 
zens, “he supports a‘ Democratic candidate for 
the Senate in Missouri who is openly hostile to 
civil rights.” 

The President's choice to succeed Senator Don- 
nell was one of those State Senate leaders who, 
for seven months, sat on the bill, passed 100 to 8 
in the House, to admit Negroes to the Univer- 
sity of Missouri. Mr. Allison is 6n a hook on 
which he hung himself. 

In view of the Truman doctrine, the Marshall 
plan and military aid for the Atlantic pact na- 
tions against Communist aggression, the “pro- 
Communist” charge simply is nonsense. But 
here in the President's home state, Senator Taft 
scores a dead center bull’s-eye. 
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The Search Is the Thing . 


Being obliged to talk peace in the midst of 
cold war, Trygve Lie has one of the most diffi- 
cult, and perhaps thankless, tasks in the world. 
But the success of his mission im Moscow de- 
pends largely on what is expected of it. 

The United Nations Secretary-General went to 
the Kremlin only partly to discuss such formi- 
dable problems as recognition of Communist 
China and control of atomic energy. If he were 
expected to overcome these obstacles, or even to 
reduce them to workable size, his mission would 
be the height of incorrigible optimism. Diplo- 
matic tensions between America and the Com- 
munist nations have been rising. The UN itself 
is almost stalled by Russian walkouts. 

“Nevertheless,” Mr. Lie says, “we should not 
delay the search for a way out of the present 
impasse.” And his view is far more realistic 
than that of Herbert Hoover and others who 
think the UN is hopeless and should be torn 
apart. It is they who expect too much. For the 
UN's first contribution to peace is not to locate 
a way out of the cold war, but to continue the 
search for it. As long as that is possible, so 
is peace.

What the President Will See 


It is not exactly an inspiring panorama which 
will spread out before President Truman while 
he dedicates the Jefferson National Expansion 
Memorial here next month. To his left, it is 
true, there will be the graceful arches of the 
Fads bridge. But ahead of him will be the rusty 
railroad structure on the levee. To his right 
will be a melange of slums and undisguised in- 
dustrial ugliness. And at his feet will be a 
parking lot and an expanse of weeds, criss- 
crossed by broken pavements. 

This is the most dramatic spot in St. Louis, 
but it certainly is no Grant Park or Place de la 
Concorde. The very presence of Mr. Truman, 
however, will be a new assurance that the 
dreams of a splendid riverfront are not doomed 
to fade into a mess of weeds and windblown 
scraps of old papers. 

For one thing, a House subcommittee has just 
agreed to authorize the expenditure of at least 
$4,905,000 for the resumption of work on the 
great national park planned for the site. Granted 
that an authorization is not an appropriation. 
Granted, too, that a subcommittee hardly speaks 
with the voice of Congress. And granted fur- 
ther that the sum ig not nearly enough to finish 
the project, including Saarinen’s arched and 
shining Gateway to the West. But a new begin- 
ning is being made. The wheels are moving 
again. And it is a little toe much to expect 
them to slip instantly into high gear. 

The $4,905.000 would make a federal contribu- 
tion to the relocation of the railroad tracks, and 
would also provide enough ntoney for the grad- 
ing and landscaping of the area as well as the 
restoration of the Olid Court House. This in 
itself would be a very handsome improvement 
of the scene which Mr. Truman will see. 

Quite obviously, more should be done. Com- 
pletion of the riverfront memorial should be a 
practical as well as a psychological spur to 
St. Louis in its battle of progress against decay. 
Also, the acquisition of the Louisiana Territory 
and its development are worthy of the national 
monument which the Government stands pledged 
to build here where the pack trains of the moun- 
tain men and the prairie schooners of the 
settlers began the trek into the West...

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Justice Jackson Stops an Outrage 

Everyone who cares about justice in the Unit- 
ed States owes Justice Robert H. Jackson of the 
Supreme Court a debt of gratitude today. 

The Immigration Service was all set to get 
away with a “lynch law” deportation of Mrs. 
Ellen Knauff, war bride of an American combat 
veteran. She was ordered to the plane for a 
sudden return to Germany which was to have 
“no publicity.” 

Only Justice Jackson's immediate handling of 
the petition fox. stay ed what was meant 
to be virtually am overnight removal of Mrs. 
Knauff:from the country which her husband 
served on the battlefield. 

Defeated once at the pier two months ago, the 
Immigration Service made up its mind that it 
would not be blocked in sending Mrs. Knauff 
back to Germany this time. It sought to win 
this time by moves so stealthy that the proc- 
esses of justice could not operate. 

What is going on in this country? What is 
happening to the Department of Justice? How 
can such a Fascist-like procedure be taking place 
under the Fair Deal of Harry S. Truman? 

The Post-Dispatch says again, as we have al- 
ways said, that the Department of Justice may 
have a ‘security risk” case against Mrs. Knauff. 

“We do not know because the Attorney General 
has never disclosed any reasons for his order. 
But if there is such a case, the Department of 
Justice should be able to make this clear in a 
hearing before a committee of Congress or a 
committee of distinguished citizens—in secret if 
necessary. Because the department has failed 
to speak up convincingly, the House passed a 
bill to admit this little woman without a single 
Nay vote. 

, Another breathing spell has been won in the 
Knauff case. It should not be necessary to have 
any more. Here is the opportunity for Washing- 
ton to straighten itself out in a case which 
has become a very black mark on the American 
record in the year 1950.

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Grundyism Routed 

Gov. James H. Duff of Pennsylvania is not 
distinguished for any remarkable achievements 
in state government, but his rout of the Repub- 
lican party's Old Guard in the Pennsylvania pri- 
mary will be generally welcomed. 

Joseph R. Grundy, whose very name became 
a symbol of the alliance between machine poli- 
tics and backward-looking business interests, had 
ruled the party in Pennsylvania for years. Duff's 
forces overwhelmed the Grundyites in Tuesday’s 
primary, nominating Duff for Senator and Judge 
John S. Fine for Governor after a bitter fight. 

Insofar as political philosophy was involved, 
the struggle appears to have been one of Mc- 
Kinley Republicanism against Bull Moose Re- 
publicanism, neither of which offers many an- 
swers to the problems of 1950. Yet Gov. Duff 
at least seems aware that times do change, and 
that what he calls the “high-button-shoe reac- 
tionaries” of the Pennsylvania Manufacturers’ 
Association do not offer the most effective lead- 
ership for the Republican party of today. 

What he does with -his own leadership in 
Pennsylvania will be closely watched. 
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Now That the Strike Is Over 

Trains on the New York Central, Pennsyl- 
vania and other affected railroads are moving 
again after having been strike-bound for almost 
a week. Needless to say, this is good news, es- 
pecially for the thousands of persons who, while 
in no Way parties to the dispute, were seriously 
hampered by it. 

The Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen and 
Enginemen has announced a “modification” of 
its demand for a second fireman on multiple- 
unit diesel engines. The issue in its reshaped 
form is to go to an arbitration board, and its 
decision is to be binding on both sides. 

So, once again, the old question arises: If this 
solution is as good as both sides now seem to 
feel, why did they not resort to it sooner? Why 
did there have to be a strike? If this had been 
a private head-butting contest between two stub- 
born adversaries, the public might have re- 
frained from asking the question. 

But there-can be no such indifference toward 
a strike which impinges on the public interest— 
especially not when one party does not make a 
stronger case than that of the firemen. The 
harmfulness of railroad strikes was recognized 
long ago and railroad labor was made the sub- 
ject of special federal legislation. 

We do not say that this legislation has always 
been an automatic guarantee against injustice. 
In recent yes many complaints have been 
made—especially against the slowness of its ad- 
ministration. But a strike such as this one does 
not help. It ought to be all the inducement 
Congress needs to see whether the machinery of 
the Railroad Labor Act may not be improved. 


A better law may be no consolation to a fire-. 


man who faces the loss of his job. Nor will it 
help him much to point out that the diesel en- 
gine is not the first technological improvement 
which threatened to displace labor. Almost all 
such improvements opened up more jobs in the 
long run than they wiped out. Unfortunately, 
an individual cannot live in the long run. Good 
personnel practice certainly indicates the de- 
sirability of finding a useful place for him in 
some other capacity. But a strike is hardly 
calculated to bring about such a policy. 

Perhaps those involved have salvaged some 
measure of good will by calling off the strike 
when they did. If so, we hope that it will help 
toward a solid solution of their problems—the 
kind of solution which seldom eomes from in- 
dustrial warfare.

Notches on the Tomahawks 


From a Bulletin of the State Historical Society of Missouri, Columbia 


Courage, fearlessness and success on the 
warpath meant much to the Missouri In- 
dians. The scalps of their victims were 
proof of their prowess and in addition the 
Missouri tribesmen kept a record of their 
exploits by cutting notches on the handles 
of their tomahawks. 

This Indian custom—a notch for every 
victim—was later adopted by the whites, 
the Indian fighters, cowboys and desper- 
ados of the pioneer American West, who 
cut notches in their gun busts. 

Both the Missouris and the Osages, two 
of Missouri's foremost Indian tribes, cut 
notches in their tomahawk handles and 
counted the number of notches as a meas- 
ure of wealth and property within the 
tribe. John Bradbury, an Englishman who 


reported he was told the following incident 


witnessed it at Fort Osage, in what is now 
Jackson county, a few days before. 

Crooks said he saw an Osage Indian 
beating and kicking another member of his 
tribe mercilessly. The victim was taking 
all the abuse patiently and apparently 
without retaliation. 

“Why don't you defend yourself?” the 
fur trader asked the battered redskin. 

“Oh,” said the Osage, pointing to the 
notches on the handie of his tomahawk,‘! 
am too poor! He is richer than I am.”

There was considerable opposition to the project from small | 


towns which did not want to lose their tourist business, but they 
could not prevail over the over-all advantages the new highway 
offered. Everyone who has traveled the famous 160-mile Pennsyl- 
vania turnpike comes away with enthusiasm for this modern type 
of road. Missouri might well consider such a self-liquidating project 
between St. Louis and Kansas City. 

Old opposition to toll roads is steadily giving way to new argu- 
ments. It is reportec by the American Public Works Association 
that, in the decade since Connecticut and Pennsylvania opened 


their toll-ways. 12 other states have granted authority for toll-road | 


construction. Two others—California and Massachusetts—have set 
up commissions to study the need and feasibility of toll roads.

TULSA IS MAKING an important contribution to the education 
of children. Frank R. Pauly, Director of Research of Tulsa Public 
Schools, reporting the results of a 10-year study, says: “Many chil- 
dren are not ready for the traditional first grade of public school 
when they are chronologically approaching 6 years of age. Boys 
usually develop in nearly all respects more slowly than girls. Much 
of the research in sex differences indicates that girls should be 
admitted at least three or more months younger than boys, or 
better, that the entering age for boys should be raised three or 


more months.” aes 
The idea is that boys in genera} find it difficult to compete 


with girls at the age of 6 and thus develop frustrations which | 
in turn, | 


impede their normal progress. These frustrations react, 
on parents and teachers. Mr. Pauly and other educators have worked 
out a series of studies and charts which sound pretty convincing. 


OKLAHOMA'S BIG political issue—one that most politicians 
approach rather gingerly—is the growing cost of the state's welfare 
program. Expenditures for old-age and other types of assistance 
have increased more than 100 per cent in the prosperous past four 
years. They soared to $78,000,000 in 1949 over the $33,900,000 figure 
of 1945. 

At the present time, reports the Oklahoma Public Expenditures 
Council, 36 cents out of every dollar spent by the State Government 
goes for welfare. If a proposal to increase the sales tax to 3 cents 
goes through, the amount spent for this one state function would 
cost about as much as all other services combined. 
| This is a familiar ‘story to Missouri, whose politicians always 
have a keen ear for the desires of the powerful old-age lobby. The 
fact is that in Oklahoma, Missouri and other states, children are 
shirking their filial responsibility to their parents. This is not and 
can never be a wholesome condition.

AN INTERESTING situation has dé@veloped in Oklahoma with 
regard to public power generated by the Southwestern Power 
Administration. Yielding to the persuasion of private utilities, it 
has entered into a contract by which municipalities could buy S.P.A. 
power at about 5% mills, but the private companies would be 
reimbursed by the Government for the difference between this 
cheap rate and the companies’ wholesale rate, which is around 11 
mills. 

As the magazine Public Power puts it, “In effect, the contract 
would give the company a vested right to serve its existing cus- 
tomers, a right which the laws of the states do not now recognize. 
Interestingly enough, this soft touch for private utilities, while 
agreed to by one Government agency, the S.P.A., is being ques- 
tioned by another, the Interior Department. Secretary Chapman 
does not like the looks of the deal—and neither do a lot of other 


people.

Al Widmar will get regular 
work soon and if he can ap- 
proximate the skill he showed 
last season in the International 
League,, should lend important 
help.

H~’s Been Around. 
HERE’S a long and varied 
T tournament-playing histery 
behind the chunky, compact 
Meadow Brook pro, who came 
from the caddie ranks of Mem- 
phis a long time ago. From 
1932 to the time he went in 
service in the last war, he 
played in every United States 
Open. 

High spots of his playing 
career saw him finishing six- 
teenth in the Open at Baltusrol 
in 1936, winning the important 
Westchester Open tournaments 
in 1937 and 1938, finishing sev- 
enth in the National Open in 
1938 with 295 at Cherry Hills 
where Ralph Guldahl shot 284 
to win, setting the medalist rec- 
ord in the National P.G.A. the 
Same year, and going to the 
quarterfinals of that tourna- 
ment in 1946. 

After the war the one-time 
Westborough, Quaker Ridge and 
St. Clair pro settled down at 
Meadow Brook and became the 
man to beat in any local events 
in which he entered. 

Now he has bought a farm a 
few miles out Highway 21, com- 
plete with 18 apple trees, six » 
peach trees, two cherry and two 
plum, a grape vineyard, a straw- 
berry patch and 50 acres in all.

“T've always wanted some 
acreage,” said Frank in his 
Memphis drawl.

His Greatest Day. 

OOKING back over . the 
L years, Moore selects the

Moore recalled, “And then I 
had come back home to play in 
the Western Open that Ralph 
Guldahl won at Westwood and 
in the home town I couldn't do 
a thing. It was a disappoint- 
ment. But I already had quali- 
fied sectionally for the Na- 
tional P.G.A. so I went to 
Shawnee determined at least to 
qualify in the tournament.

“There Snead starts to needle 
me, tells me how good I'm play- 
ing and gives me that grin of 
his. But I tell him to play his 
game and I'll play mine and I 
do; I finished with a birdie and 
a par. After No. 17 I've still got 
three strokes on Snead and then 
I hit the rough par three No. 
18 green close to the pin, and it 
was my turn to grin at Snead. 
*‘Don't believe you can make 
up that three strokes now,’ I 
told him.” 

So Moore finished with 136, a 
medal record that stood until 
1946 when Jim Ferrier scored 
134 at Portland.

When the season opens on bass 
and jack salmon, May 30, fisher- | 
men will once again 
lazily down their favorite rivers, 
for there is nothing quite like a 
float trip on an Ozark stream. In 
fact, float fishing originated in 
the Ozarks. 

Possibly the earliest float trip 
originated on the Black river. 
More than half a century ago the 
Iron Mountain Railroad, now the 
Missouri Pacific, paralleled the 
railroad tracks from Leeper to 
Poplar Bluff, a distance of 33 
miles by railroad and nearly 150 
miles by water.

B. promises to become a million- 
dollar business in himself this 
year, could do any better. Even 
Sol Handwerger, advertising and 
publicity director for M-G-M rec- 
ords and ordinarily a handy man 
with a few hundred words, could 
only guess that it was “mostly 
luck,” since Billy was using the 
same old talent, style and person- 
ality that didn’t cause too much 
of a stir back in the days when 
he was vocalizing with the ‘“Fa- 
tha” Hines band. 

Whatever the explanation,. Mr. 
B. has moved onto the idol shelf 
to take his place along with such 
vocal stylists as Sinatra, Crosby, 
Dick Haymes and Mel Torme. At 
Bop City, where the teen-agers 
can sit in the peanut gallery and 
sip malteds, 10,000 would-be 
Eckstine listeners were turned 
away in one weekend. * At the 
Paramount, Eckstine fans lined 
up at 7 in the morning and when 
Billy came on stage swooned and 
moaned and made sounds that 
made this reporter think the ush- 
ers might be abetting the dem- 
onstration by dropping raw eggs 
down the customers’ backs.

Finally Billy 
decided to go out on his own 
again, so he‘left Hines for a solo 
stint. Then, just when he was 
building into a big draw along 
New York's famous jazz stem, the 
20 per cent cabaret tax came 
along and business along Fifty- 
second street dropped like a 
brick going down a deep well. 
Singers were coming at a dime 
a dozen, but bands, giving the 
customers more for their money, 
were doing a little better, so 
Billy decided to start a band of 
his own. 

Helped by Earl Hines, Count 
Basie and Duke Ellington, Billy 
got off to a good start. His first 
band was in shape by June 1944, 
and for seven lively months he 
cleaned up.

THERE ARE CASES on record 
of people tried by jury and found 
guilty whp later were proved in- 
nocent. I think the margin of 
mistakes is narrower under this 
system than under any other, but 
the reason we have grown, and 
are growing, in this country is 
because our minds have remained 
free. We have always questioned 


our own wisdom; we have been 
ready to make experiments and to 
change our minds. 

But, it is such a remark, and 
coming from someone like the 
honorable Senator, that troubles 
me most. Those who say such 
things are so sure that they are 
right in their judgments, whereas 
I am always so conscious of the 
margin of error, of our lack of 
knowledge and understanding!

I HAVE JUST HAD a letter 
from the National Committee on 
Segregation in the Nation's 
Capital, Inc. 

The capital of the United States 
is not a place where segregation 
should flourish. While it is often 
spoken of as a Southern city, it is, 
nevertheless, the capital of the 
whole country, and the place 
where foreigners from all over 
the world must come to trans- 
act much of their business; re- 
gardiess of their race, color or 
religion. They should come to a 
city where all human beings are 
equal before the law, and where 
men and women treat each other 
“in the spirit of brotherhood.” 

The Interior Department has, 
under its jurisdiction in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, certain recrea- 
tional facilities which it makes 
available for the benefit of all 
people without segregation. Re- 
peatedly, the Interior Department 
has offered to transfer all these 
facilities to ‘the local recreation 
board provided that the board will 
keep them open to all citizens. A 
bill will shortly come up in Con- 
gress, sponsored by Rep. John L. 
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song, has finally hit the popular- 
ity jackpot. To win the “out- 
standing male vocalist of 1949” 
award,-he walked away with the 
vote from both the “Downbeat” 
and “Metronome” polls with com- 
manding margins over Sinatra, 
Crosby, Haymes and other big- 
time names.

John F. Royal, in Charge of Television 
for N.B.C., Gives Views on Visit Here; 


Says It Won't Doom Radio or Sports 
By Clarissa Start 


ELEVISION is terrific but it 
T isn’t going to put radio out of 

business, and all talk about it 
doing so is “just tommyrot.” So 
says an authority who is pretty 
auihoritative. John fF. Royal, 
vice president of N.B.C. in charge 
of television, is enthusiastic about 
his new medium. but doesn’t 
think it will take from, or give 
the gate to anything — radio, 
movies, or the six-day bicycle 
race. 

In town with Arturo Toscanini 
and the N.B.C. Orchestra earlier 
this week, as part of what he 
terms a “cultural pilgrimage,” 
Royal took time out to visit 
KSD-TV, and talk about the new 
side of his show business career. 
It’s a 35-year-old career in which, 
he says with a grin, he’s known 
“every entertainer from  Bern- 
hardt to Berle.” 

“We’re running into the same 
thing we encountered in the 
earlier days of radio,” he said, 
“and that is promoters of sports 
and other events who don’t want 
them put on television for fear it 
will hurt the gate. That's tom- 
myrot, too. Sure, it will keep 
some people at home, but it will 
make new ians for boxing or 
wrestling, new theater-goers to 
offset the ones who say at home. 
If it can sell automobiles, oatmeal, 
and soap bubbles, it can sell 
amusements. And in some cases, 
it’s made sports-like roller derbies 
and trotting races—just as radio 
made football over from a sec- 
tional sport into a national sport. 

There are a lot of things, he 
points out, which will still be 
more pleasing to the ear than to 
the eye. 

“Symphonies, for instance, will 
be more successful on radio,” he 
says, “because you can’t have any- 
thing on TV that’s static. This 
includes such things as forums in 
which one person says, ‘I think,’ 
and then the other says, ‘Well, I 
think—.’ Who the heck wants to 
watch them while they're think- 
ing? There’s no movement to it. 

“What TV does need more of,” 
he continued, “is illusion, make- 
believe. The theater was built on 


make-believe characters. Nowa- 
days, too many characters are in 
plain evening or street dress. 
There's not enough fantasy to 
take people away from everyday 
life. That’s the reason for the 
huge sucess of ‘Kukla, Fran, and 
Ollie,’ and if television can de- 
velop one such new feature a 
year, it will be doing good.” 

New people and young people, 
he thinks are as essential as 
new ideas. 

“You can’t succeed with old, 
shopworn artists,” he says. “They 
have a technique and understand- 
ing of show business, but it’s im- 
portant to develop young ones 


with creative talent. When Tos- 
canini came to our orchestra, he 
said, “There’s only going to be 
one old man in this orchestra and 
that’s Toscanini.’ 

“Summing it all up, writing and 
material will be the success of 
television. The engineers will de- 
sign fine sending and receiving 
apparatus. Talent isn’t easy to 
find but it can be found. The 
writing and material will be the 
real problem.”

OYAL is probably a little par- 
R tial toward the writer since he 

started out as one. A copy- 
boy, on the Boston Post when he 
was 14 years old, he soon became 
a reporter and believes that ‘“‘once 
you're a newspaper man, you 
never get it out of your blood. 
You still have the instincts of 
the story.” 

It was while he was on the 
Boston Post that he first became 
acquainted with the entertain- 
ment world, doing publicity for 
the Boston Opera Company and 
the circuses that came to town. 
Though he had become an as- 
sistant city editor at the youthful 
age of 24, the lure of theatrical 
glamour was so great that he 
quit to become a press agent for 
vaudeville magnate B. F. Keith. 
From manager of a Cincinnati 
theater he worked up to becom- 
ing general manager of all the 
Keith interests, until 1929 when 
he switched to radio, as manager

of WTAM, in Cleveland; N.B.C. 
soon moved him to New York as 
vice president in charge of pro- 
grams. 

In the past 20 years, Royal’s 
knowledge of showmanship has 
paid off for N.B.C. One of his 
achievements was the suggestion 
that an orchestra be formed and 
that Toscanini be brought from 
Italy to conduct it. 

“And there was a time,” he 
says, “when I was handling Tos- 
canini in the daytime and Joe 
Louis at night.” 


Another noteworthy accom- 
plishment was the introduction of 
news broadcasts; still another was 
persuading Maude Adams _ to 
emerge from retirement to broad- 
cast over N.B.C. 


“I remember taking her into 
our studios—the old ones at 711 
Fifth avenue,” he says. “She 
looked at the next room and said, 
‘What’s that?’ “‘That’s the control 
room,’ we told her. ‘And who 
wants to be controlled?’ she 
asked.”

Caribbean 
Pineapple 
For Spring 
By Edith M, Barbet 


HERE is something about the 
T tangy flavor of fresh pineap- 

ple that seems to appeal to us, 
particularly in the spring. It is 
fortunate that that is the time 
when prices are reasonable. As 
you know, our whole pineapples 
come from the Caribbean while 
the canned and frozen products 
come from the Pacific. 

The southern fruit is not quite 
so sweet as the Hawaiian, per- 
haps because it can not be picked 
completely ripe, and it is best 
when prepared ahead of time. 
Sprinkling the shredded pineap- 
ple with sugar brings out its own 
natural flavor. In my opinion, 
the easiest way to attack the pine- 
apple is to cut it in thick slices, 
then to pare and remove the eyes. 
A whole pineapple is so slippery 
to handle, as you must know if 
you have tried to do this. I 
then like to shred, beginning at 
the center of the core, and eith- 
er using a sharp knife or a fork 
for this purpose. This method is 
generally used only in the home 
kitchen and perhaps that is why 
home-prepared pineapple is more 
appealing than what is ordered at 
a restaurant. The other day, we 
tried to persuade a fine restau- 
rant to give it to us in shredded 
form but results, were not too 
successful, probaBly because the 
pineapple had not been sweeten- 
ed and allowed to stand at room 
temperature as we like to do at 
home. 

Of course. pineapple combines 
very well with other fruit and in 
its season is a favorite ingredient 
for a fruit cup or compote. as 
we sometimes call this especially 
as it is sometimes served as des- 
sert. Wine or rum may be added 
if you like. Pineapple also makes 
a good filling for a one-crust 
pie.

4 on a tour of South America 

and will be with him all the 
way on his present 43-day tour of 
41 cities in the United States. 

“It’s been wonderful, watching 
his impressions of this country,” 
Royal said. “He’s traveled it be- 
fore, but this is a much more 
expansive tour, so much so that 
he’s said he doesn’t ‘have eyes 
enough to see it all. When we 
passed the mountains, he ap- 
plauded them—‘Bravo, bravo’— 
and made the remark that com- 
pared with them, Wagner, Goethe, 
Hitler and Toscanini were all the 
same—very small.” 

In Cleveland, present stop for 
the Toscanini tour, Royal is hop- 
ing to have “two great wielders 
of the stick” meet, the maestro 
and Joe DiMaggio. Toscanini, he 
has learned, is an enthusiastic 
fan of all athletes of Italian de- 
scent, especially those he has 
seen on TV. 

“Especially of a _ wrestler, 
named Antonio Rocca,” says Roy- 
al. “When he met Rocca, Rocca 
told him that when he’s tired or 
bored, he goes to a concert. ‘When 
I’m tired or bored,’ the maestro 
said, ‘I look up a wrestling match 
on television.’ ” 

Royal’s ideas and innovations 
have continued in his TV career. 
He’s been responsible, for in- 
stance, for the present technique 
of televising baseball games, and 
for the idea of having cameras 
in right and left field for differ- 
ent angle shots. He has numer- 
ous ideas on news and political 
televising and says frankly, “If I 
were manager of some political 
figures, I'd be careful to keep 
them off TV.” 

Married and the father of two 
children, Royal lives in New York, 
the tOwn he didn’t think he’d ever 
like when N.B.C. first tried to 
move him there. 

“In fact, I was so sure I was a 
small town fellow that I turned 
them down for four or five 
months,” he says. “Finally I went 
there to visit and while there I 
went down to Times Square to 
look around. There I saw a line 
of people with binoculars looking 
at a fellow on a flagpole. It was 
Shipwreck Kelly, first of the flag- 
pole sitters, and people were rent- 
ing binoculars for 10 cents a look. 

“I went to the phone and 
called N.B.C. and told them I'd take 
their offer. ‘What changed your 
mind?’ they asked me. ‘I’ve just 
been to Times Square,’ I said, 
‘and I’ve decided if this is such a 
yokel town that people will pay 
10 cents to look at a man on a 
flagpole, I'll do all right here.’”

ODAY’S deal might well be 
titled “The Twice-Told Story.”

Although West did not get off. 
te the diamond or club opening 
which would have put an abrupt 
ending to the matter, South never- 
theless found that he had bitten 
off more than he could chew. 
West’s actual trump opening—a 
highly dubious selection, but one 
which did no harm ‘4 this case— 
gave South complete control, but 
after he nad drawn trumps and 
laid down ie spade jack, the 
spade suit failed to break in the 
ideal 3-3 way that was required, 
and so declarer still had to lose 
a spade and e' her a diamond or 
a club. 

There are two points that stand 
out in the bidding that took place 
in this deal. The first oint con- 
cerns North. That player was 
extremely unwise to answer 
Scuth’s cue bid with a _ corre- 
sponding bid to show the diamond 
ace. By jumping from two hearts 
to four hearts, after opening the 
bidding, North had alread: shown 
every ounce of his values; there- 
fore, his diamond cue bid vis a 
case of sheer repetition. The fact 
that north had only one ace should 
have acted as a rigid control on 
his optimism, and instead of an- 
swering five clubs with five dia- 
mox Ir, he should have been quite 
satisfied to sign off with five 
hearts. 

The other point worthy of note 
is that East wisely let the op- 
ponents hang themselves! He ob- 
viously coi ld have doubled North's 
five-diamon: bid, to call for that 
lead against the contract for 
which the opponents were head- 
ed: but East realized that if he 
did so double, the enemy might 
stop at the five level, and East 
wanted them to bid the slam!

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N past ages men talked less 
[ about “living their lives” and 

more about saving their souls. 
They did not lay as much stress 
as we do on political and eco- 
nomic matters, but they took 
far more interest in things 
moral and religious. Now, since 
the attraction of Heaven has 
lessened for many men, their 
attachment to the earth has be- 
come intensified. The quest for 
God has given way to the quest 
for wealth and power. The idol 
of our century is not the saint, 
but the man who has won 
through to “the top.” 

Two extreme attitudes con- 
front the modern mind as it 
revolves the question of how 
much importance it should at- 
tach to the standard of worldly 
success. Should such a thing 
be worshipped, sought after as 
the greatest good in life? 
Should it. on the other hand, 
be condemned as vicious in it- 
self? The ambitious men of 
our century adopt the first ex- 
treme attitude. The second is 
shared by two kinds of revolu- 
tionary: the Anarchist, who 
condemns all power, and the 
Communist, who censures all 
wealth. 

* * * 


THERE IS ONLY ONE sound 
standard by which such view- 
points can be tested, and that 
is the life of Our Lord. The 
incidents narrated in the Gos- 
pels show that power and wealth 
are legitimate ambitions and 
ideals, but with certain safe- 
guards the modern world usu- 
ally ignores. These safeguards 
are revealed to us in the hid- 
den life of Our Lord in Naz- 
areth, and they are two: No 
man has a right to power until 
he has learned obedience, as 
Christ was obedient to His par- 
ents. 
possess wealth until he has 
learned to be detached from it, 
as Our Lord was. when He 


chose for His early vocation 


that of a poor village carpenter. 

Here, then, was a Power Who 
became weak, a Master Who 
became as servant, a Lord Who 
came to minister to others. 
Submission to His Father was 
the prelude to every showing- 
forth of miracles or. authority: 
and so it must be with us. All 
powers , . . political, industrial, 
social and economic ... must 
become subject to the Power 
above them and must regulate 
themselves to God’s design be- 


And no man may safely © 


fore they may rightly claim 


subservience from anyone. 

Power is not to be checked 
from below, by the anarchist's 
defiance or the revolutionary’s 
coup, but it is to find its limi- 
tations from above. Earthly 
powers may properly ask to be 
obeyed when they are obedient 
to the Power That stands over 
them; they may demand respect 
for their authority when they 
follow the wishes of their Au- 
thor; they can ask for rever- 
ence when they themselves have 
stooped to revere their God. 

* * 

IT IS MUCH the same with 
wealth: Our Lord teaches us 
that no one is entitled to it un- 
til he has learned to be de- 
tached from it. The Nazareth 
years are not intended to glorify 
poverty in our eyes, to teach us 
a fatalistic resignation to 
squalid living conditions, or to 
preach stoical endurance of 


.hardship and hunger for them- 


selves. Our Lord was poor. He 
worked hard to earn the bare 
necessities of life. He was a 
needy carpenter. But He was a 
Rich God, Who owned the uni- 
verse, and He was a God of 
Power Who had made Himself 
powerless. Wealth and power 
are not, of themselves, evil, for 
both of them belong to God. 
Thus the Communists, who 
harangue the rich for being 
rich, find no support in Chris- 
tianity. No one has the right to 
despise the rich until, like Our 
Lord, be has proven himself 
free from che passion to pos- 
sess ... and then he will not 
wish to despise anyone. The 
poverty of Nazareth was not a 
condemnation of wealth nor a 
glorification of poverty; it was 
an illustration of the beautiful 
doctrine of detachment. Christ's 
followers, too, were able to free 
themselves from possessions for 
the greater glory of God, even 
though their possessions might 
amount only t> a few fishing 
boats and tangled nets and the 
greater gift of their free wills. 
* 


OUR LORD NEVER TRIED 
to induce the poor to accept 
poverty as good, or misery as 
a thing to be sought for itself.
